ing to the first assistant postmaster, 
the average number of letters with- 
drawn each week is ten. Most of these 
are from the domestic mails. Few are 
from the city mails, because the let- 
ters are collected so frequently and 
delivered so quickly tb.it there is little 
chance of "catching" a letter in the 
office. 


Occasionally letters which have been 


addressed to foreign countries are 
asked to be returned. In such a case 
a deposit of ?ii.3 is required to cover 
tbe expense of telegraph and cable 
tolls. Letters addressed to points in 
almost e\ery country on the face of 
the earth may be reclaimed in this way 
if application is made beforo the mis- 
sive is delivered to the addressee. 


Great Britain, however, takes the 


stand that a letter when once dropped 
i:i .1 mail box becomes the property of 
tbe addressee, but makes exception in 
the cases of the Cape and Australian 
colonies. Why this exception the local 
postal authorities do not knew.—New 
York Times.

The Famous i ime Piece in the Con- 


gressional Library Reading Room 


1 is Just Completed. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—The 
clock 


in the reading room of the library cf 
congress has been completed and un- 
veiled.

beautiufl place I had ever seen, after 
being so long in tne dry, hot, barren, 
scandy country below. 
We thought 


we had reached next place to paradise. 
The country around is quite rolling. 
Seralvo itself is on a slight elevation 


- overlooking the country in every direc- 


tion, with a beautiful cool stream «-UB- 
ning through it, shaded on every side 
by groves of fig, orange, lemon, pome- 
granates, and other tropical fruits. We 
were quartered in a grove of fig trees 
. The next day we took a good clean-up 
' and that night the boys felt so good 


they caught some of the numerous 
burros and were riding over the city, 
as many as three on a burro. We were 
having a lively time until the infantry 
put a stop to it. In a day or two the 
company was ordered to Monterey to 
headquarters to report for duty. The 
morning the company started Lieuten- 
ant Wilson was ordered to take fifteen 
men to carry dispatches back to Car- 
margo. I was one of tne squad. The

"ed severely for such acts. As I was 
going down to the river to wash there 
were some fine cattle running ahead of 
us in the chaperal, one especially fine 
young heifer about a hundred yards 


off. 
The first thing I knew my car- 


bine went onV That night we had 
plenty of fresh meat. I thought sure 
I would be taken belore the command- 
er and punished and perhaps put in 
irons, which was no uncommon punish- 
ment. However it was overlooked. 


The company going up was attacked 


the second day out, near Mier, 75 miles 
from Monterey, by the guerilla chief, 
Canallis, for the purpose of capturing 
a mule pack train that they were 
guarding up the mountain. 
The own- 


er of t'ne goods was killed, he being 
the only one that was killed. 
After 


the return of the company we were 
stationed at Seralvo and went into 
quarters about one mile west of the 
town, having been assigned to a batal' 
lion, comprising two companies of Tex- 
as Rangers, Captain Baylor and Cap- 
tain Reed, three companies being in 
sight of one another. We had the most 
beautiful grounds that I ever saw for 
a camp. 
They were situated 
in a 


grove. On the west side was a large 


made of corn, first prepared as hominy 
then ground on a stone about two feet 
long and one foot wide, with another 
one something like a rolling pin. The 
mill is run by the women, who kneel 
down in front of tae stone, taking a 
handful of hominy and rolling it, re- 
minding one of the wash board. This 
flour is made into cakes and baked on 
a flat stone. They are called torteos. 
Coffee is ground and prepared as we 
serve chocolate. 
The Mexicans are 


great lovers of a small pepper called 
chile colarow, as strong as cayenne. 
They will squeeze the juice into a cup, 
then soak their bread in it, considering 
it a dainty. It is said that the wolves 
will not touch a dead Mexican, be- 
cause he is so saturated with thtj 
pepper. 


On one trip to Monterey we stopped 


at the ruins of an old town for the 
night. 
A sutler, going with us, ven- 


tured too far from camp. 
HP «as 


lariated and dragged into tae cnaperal, 
killed and robbed, almost in sight of 
the camp. One of the boys found him 
and he laid him aiong the side of an 
old wall and pushed it over on him— 
such was his grave. We scoured the 
chaperal that night several "greasers'* 
had to pay for him. 


Near this place Lieutenant Wilson 


with ten men, two mail carriers and 
two officers, returning home, were at- 
tacked in the night by a body of about 
100 Mexicans who were lying in am- 
bush for them. 
The night was dark 


and they were very near and had no 
doubt but that they could kill all our 


spring, a clear stream on 
sides, 


and on the ear' aide a oaffm of water 
six feet deep an<I forty feet across, 
with perfectly rouna .brick sides and 
bottom, tae finest bathing place in the 
world, and we certainly appreciated it 
in that hot country. Tihs proved to be 
our permanent headquarters until the 
end of the war. 'rue company was cut 
Up in squads on detached duty, carry- 
ing dispatches, guarding trains and 
mails, and all other escort duty, up to 
Monterey and down to Carmargo, 75 
miles each way, frequently scouting 
and scouring the 
country. 
We did 


men. Lieutenant Wilson was warned 
by a friendly Mexican not to go that 
night. 
Tney were riding along, not 


thinking of any danger, when all 
at 


once a Mexican fro;a the rear, gave a 
blast from his bugie as a signal to 
ire, and they poured a deadly fire 
from both sides of the road. Both of 
the mail carriers' and Bill Parkes' 
horses 
were killed, Parkes 
being 


thrown over a bush 
almost in the 


midst of the enemy. It was quite dark 
and being dressed like them, they fail- 
ed to recognize him. In his confusion 
he crossed the road right in front of 
them. One of the officers had his mon. 
ey in his coat tail pocket, when a ball 
struck the purse and made a scatter- 
ment in the gold and silver, but it sav- 
ed the life of his horse and possibly 
his own. All dismounteu men mount- 
ed behind the others (except Parkes 
who' was picked 
up pnext day.) 
A 


North Carolinian on his way home, 
had his horse shot from under him 
and he struck out across the country 
and was out eleven days, with nothing 
but three ears of corn to eat. I was at 
Carmargo when he came in. He had 
traveled not less than 200 miles. He 
was concealed during the day and trav- 
eled by night. 
His clothes were torn 


in shreds and his feet were swollen to 
twice their natural size. He had used 
iis drawers to bandage his feet and 
protect them, irom the cactus ana 
pears. He swam the San Juan several 
times and had several hairbreadth es- 
capes from being captured. 
A heavy 


detail had been ordered to Monterey 
to guard a provision train and while 
lying thee it commenced to rain, and 
what a rain it was; it appeared that 
the windows of Heaven were open; the 
floodgates up, and we ,well we were 
out in the woods with no shelter of 
any kind. Some stuck close to trees. 
! crawled under a big log, but we were 
all the same in the long run—soaked. 
About midnight an order came for a 
part of us to go below to carry a re- 
prieve for a man who was to be shot 
at 10 a. m. next day. T was lucky to 
get out of the hard ride and stuck to 
my log the rest of the night, 
one 


night while at this place, I, with three 
others, was detailed to guard a train 
about a. mile away. We were relieved 
early in the morning and as the fires 
were out and all so quiet we got lost 


all their valuables. There was also a 
large pool for bathing. Let your imag- 
ination carry you to this land of flow- 
ers where old Jack Frost was never 
seen. Flowers bloom continually. The 
cactus and prickly pear grow to an 
enormous size, some 12 feet high, and 
when covered with fruit make a love- 
ly sight. The leaves are 12 to 15 inch- 
es across and each have 10 or 12 pears 
on them. They are blood red and the 
size of our sickle pears. 
They are 


not edible except by the wolves, who 
are very fond of them. 


We started from Monterey with a 


provision train toward Seralvo camp- 
ing outside Marien on a little creek. 
At midnight we were routed out and 
ordered to get ready for a scouting 
trip. 
W estarted at tow o'clock, ex- 


pecting to forage off the Mexicans, as 
we took no rations. 


We struck due south, passing ranch- 


es and villages on our road, expecting 
to make a certain town in time to 
camp early, but discovered in the aft- 
ernoon that we were out of our reck- 
oning. 
We were hungry and our 


horses began to lag—no sign of hab- 
itation, no water, no grass for our ani- 
mals . Our only recourse was to press 
on. We had been in the saddle since 
two in the morning—night overtakes 
us and yet no sign of relief—even che 
enemy would have been' a relief. 
It 


was so dark "we could hardly tell what 
direction to "take. 
At last we came 


to an old deserted ranch and corral 
large enough to quarter our horses. 
About ourselves—well, no matter. 


Bright and early we s.arted on—no 


enemy yet. 
About four next day we 


came in sight of a ranch, a poor show 
for thirty-five hungry men who had 
had nothing to eat for 38 hours. While 
the women were baking tortillas we 
discovered a couple of nice fat hogs. 
In short order they were strung on our 
ram rods, roasting ov=r a are. 
Meat 


was all we had for supper. 
The offi- 


cers got all the tortillas the women 
could bake. We found plenty of feed 
for our horses and after, resting a lit- 
tle while we went on to a little town, 
arriving just after dark. As we came 
in sight a gun was fired for alarm. It 
was supposed the guerillas were there 
and dug out, oa our approach. 
We 


had plenty to eat there and started for 
home next morning. 
We passed 


through a little town where they could 
see us coming for some distance.When

soon, so with our spoils we w^nt about 
20 miles to Mariene, where we had 
good corrals for our stock, and re- 
mained there over night.

They were kept undor 
very strict military discipline and on 
army diet. When on dress 
parade 


the news of peace were read, and they 
became almost frantic, cheer " after 
cheer went up. They continued yell- 


ing, 
jumping and throwing up their 


hats, until you would have thought 
them crazy. Many poor fellows had 
given up all hopes of ever going home. 
All the sick and wounded were re- 
moved to the states.

We had just fallen asleep when the 
report of a carbine rang clear on the 
night air, creating a general alarm in 
camp. 
Every man was soon up and 


ready for anything. It was, however, 
only a guard firing at something, he 
knew not what.

We had some 
distance to go yet before daylight. 
We were now 30 miles from Seralvo, 
so on we went through a strange coun- 
try.
